GLOOM ATST. PETERSBURG 


Public Warned by Press to Bo 
Prepared for News of a Se- 
rious Disastef in Far 
East. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) | 

LONDON, May 16, 3 a. m—The Japanese 
armies are in force within forty miles from 
Liaoyang and all military observers here be- 
lieve Gen.. Kouropatkin is on the eve of a 
most disastrous defeat. 

Gens. Kuroki and Oku, it is believed, plan 
to mask Port Arthur with a relatively small 
fofce and to endeavor to envelope and de- 
stroy Gen. Kouorpatkin’s force before it can 
be organized and reinforced. , 

The St. Petersburg estimate of the number 
of Japanese soldiers actually landed is taken 
as probably near the truth—that is, eight 
divisions of 23,000 men each, or a total of 
185,000 men, with 50,000 horses afd 25 guns. 


Russians Are Outnumbered. 

There may be more, but available sta- 
tistics show, even ae matters stand, that the 
Russian field force is inferior to the armiés 
advancing against it. 

The Times estimates that Gen. Kouropat- 
kin has no more than 100,000 men and 256 
guns, apart from his heavy guns, to defend 
100 mfles Of front from Newchwang to Muk- 
den. These are drawn up parallel to the 
line of communications and there is only a 
single line of retreat. 


Jap Advance Is Steady.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 15.—From Muk- 

den the Japanese armies are reported to 
have turned up at-six different new places, 
to have occupied four stations on the Port 
Arthur railway, blown up the line for three 
miles below Port Adams, and taken Dalny.

“We believe that two Japanese divisions 
are moving forward from Fengwangcheng, 
on the Liaoyang road. The presence of a 
large force of artillery at Siuyen, about fifty- 
five miles southwest of Fengwangcheng, 
may indicate a Japanese intention of fort!- 
fying that place so as to protect the left 
flank of their base of operations, which prob- 
ably is now included in a quadrilateral 
bounded by lines connecting Siuyen, Taku- 
shan, .Fengwangcheng, and Artung. The 
advancing lines are probably connected with 
Japanese bases through Chantaidzy, on the 
road leading to Pitsewo and Wiju and Anju 
into Corea.”’ 


Chinese Add to Peril. 

There afe continual reports of skirmish- 
ing with Chinese bandits along the Japan- 
ese front, and these are considered more 
serious than the mere numbers indicate. It 
is feared that flying columns of brigands 
will form a serious menace to the Russian 
communications and will not fail to incite 
the whole Chinese population to overt acts 
if they are convinced that the Japanese are 
making a winning fight. 


Official Reports from Field.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 15.—Lieut. Gen. 
Sakharoff has sent the following report to 
the general staff, dated Liaoyang, May 14: 

“The enemy’s advance guard on May 12 
renched Touintsou, on the road between 
Fengwangcheng and Liaoyang. Our two. 
sotnias of Cossacks rétired towards the vil- 
lage of Kantsaendiantig. 

“A Japanese force of three battalions of 
infantry, ten guns, and two squadrons of 
cavalry from Seludtchan, on the road to 
Maotien pass, was on May 11 in Tafanoon 
|valley. Since then there has been no news 
of the movements of the force, which leads 
to the conciifsion that it has branched off 
westward towards Haicheng. 

Rear Guard Fighting. 

“A detachment of the Japanese vanguard 
left Touintsou May 13 southward, and was 
pursued by our Cossacks, who exchanged 
shots with the Japanese rear guard for half 
en hour, and; having in the meantime dis- 
covered an ambush prepared by the Jap- 
‘anése, retired. 

“Our scouts ascertained that a Japanese 
force of two regiments of infantry, eight 
guns, and three squadrons of cavalry had 
approached Lindiapoutse and Erntaoufan. 

“Our line of patrols between Lanschan- 
houan and Salmadza had a skirmish with 
Chinese bandits, in which three Cossacks 
and three horses were killed, three Cossacks 
slightly wounded, and four missing. 

._ “ Measures are being taken to clear this 
district of Chinese bandits. 


Close to Motien Pass. 

“ The enemy’s scouts hdve appeared about 
nineteen miles southeast of Motien pass.

“A&A reconnaisance to Chintaitsze did not 
discover any considerable number of the 
enemy.

New York, May 15.—[{Special.]—Twenty | 
daredevil schoolgirls have been missing from 
Rosemary hall, Rock Ridge, Conn., since 
Thursday night last. That is, they are not 
missing officially, as they are on their an- 
nual week's cross country walk, but their 
whereabouts are unknown to the school- 
ma’ams left behind. 

‘It was near midnight on Thursday when 
they started, and as usual their departure 
was kept as much a secret as possible, but 
farmers, for two days coming in from 
various sections of the country within a 
radius of fifty miles, have reported seeing 


them, ; 
. Equipped for Camping Out. 

When they left Rosemary hall on Thurs- 
day night each girl carried a knapsack. 
In it were fork and knife, tin plate, tin cup, 
and an extra pair of shoes. Each young 
woman wore a felt hat, @ sweater, a short 
skirt, and walking boots. j 

On their annual marches they always 
avoid villages, cooking their meals in the 
woods and fields and finding a farmhouse to 
shelter them at night. Each morning they. 
are off at daybreak, and while they sét out 
to ‘make 100 miles in three days, their record 
at the end of the tramp usually shows about 
one-half that distance covered. Last year 
they were seen tripping over hills near 
Round Hill, Bedford, and New Canaan. They 
left on April 29 and returned at midnight. on 
May 2, with many amusing incidents to talk 
about among themselves—but never to out- 
siders. In few schools in the country are 
assembled so many athletic and level headed 
‘young WOmen as at Rosemary hall. Most 
of them are daughters of wealthy parents 
and they come from all parts of the country. 


Girls Nearly All Athletes. 

The seminary is located near Greenwich, on 
a high point which overlooks a wide sweep 
of rolling hills, with the harbor and sound 
in the distance. There Rosemary girls play 
basketball, cricket, golf, and tennis, besides 
doing a great amount of gymnasium work. 

The school is self-governed, having the 
constitution of the United States as its 
model, with a committee elected each year 
which has general supervision over all the 
affairs of the school. Except in the matter 
of health and occasionally some important 
moral question, the principal has a veto 

er, but rarely exercises it, as the girls do 
everything themselves. Last December they 
concluded’ they ought te have a church, and 
they must build it all themselves. George 
Lauder, a neighbor of Andrew Carnegie, has 
a large quarry and offered to contribute the 
stone provided the girls would move it.

BOYS DISCOVER THE ‘BODY. 


Suicide Is “Steeple Jack” and Leaves 
| Incoherent Notes. | 


After following for years the trade of e 
** steeple jack,”’ scaling dizzy towers in cities 
all over the world, William Johnston, 4 
years old, ended his life by hanging in the- 
belfry of Immanuel Baptist church, 2320 
Michfgan avenue. Children of the Sunday 


‘school searching for swallows’ nests climbed 


the steep stairs yesterday morning and 
found the body swinging in the wind from a 
rope’s end. They fled in terror to the Rev. 
Johnston Myers, thé pastor, who notified the 
police. The body was removed before the 
congregation arrived. 3 
According to Dr. Myers, the man probably 
hanged himself last Saturday while éngaged 
in repairing electric lights in the church. 


Leaves Incoherent Messages. 

From the strange messages left by the 
suicide in a memorandum book found on his 
person, it is believed that he took his life 
while under the hallucination that he had 
committed some crimeé for which there was 
no forgiveness. One read: 

Well I see that nothing but my death will satisty 
the outraged public. Therefore, I wiligive it. But 
I will be my own executioner. 1am sorry I had no 
other place to break my bones, but I hope the 
pastor will overlook it this time. | JACK. 

In another place he bad written: . 

I died from poisoned fruit from Dowle City. 
Verdict: I'l) go to hades, but you'll have to dig 


first. 
Other entries showed that the man had re- 


sided at 2233 Webster avenue, Pittsburg, 
and sometimes had gone by the name of 
William McGready. Pride in his calling was 
shown by thé entry “ Steeple Jack, the hu- 
man fly.” 
Injured by Fall from Steeple. 

Johnston last was seén alive in the base- 

ment of 3625 Vincennes avenue, where he 


‘had lived during the last year, working as 


“handy man” when opportunity offered. 
He attended to the furnace in the dwelling 
which is occupied by Mrs. Charles Cuyler. 

“My son saw Johnston Saturday morn- 
ing,” sald Mrs. Cuyler last night. “I can- 
not think what made him commit suicide 
unless it was insanity due to a fractured 
skull he feceived years ago as a result of a 
fall from a church tower. He may have had 
religious delusions that caused him to think 
-he had committed some crime. Once he told 
me he had a wife and child in South Carolina, 
but had nct seen them for ten years.” 

Police Lieut. Walsh, after investigating, 
said it appeared that the man had hanged 
pimself, believing he had committed some 
crime and fearing punishment.

JAP ADVANCE ON LIAOYANG. 


Russians Assert That Mikado’s Armies 
Move Slowly in Order to Keep in 
‘Touch with Reserves. 


LIAOYANG, Saturday, May, 14.—[De- 
layed.]—The Japanese army in southern 
Manchuria is marching slowly, evidently 
being desirous of remaining in close touch 
with the reserves. The movement is aimed 
partly at Haicheng, but chiefly at Liaoyang. 
The Japanese main Sorce is only forty miles 
from Liaoyang. 

Gen. Kouropatkin, while making an in- ' 
spection of the hospitals, said to a wounded 
Japanese guardsman: 

“J visited your country and saw Active 
people. Now I am convinced that you are 
excellent soldiers, and I am proud to meet 
such a foe.”’ 

To this the guardsmen replied: | 

‘‘My nation wanted war and will fight to 
the last, but it is Japan’s luck that Russia 
is vulnerable here.”’ 


COSSACK RAIDERS IN COREA. 


Russia’s Irregular Cavalry Take Pro- 
visions, Forage, and Horses, and 
Drive Villagers from Home. 


SEOUL, May 15, 6 p. m.—The prefect of 
Tokchong, which town is two days’ march 
northeast of Anju, reports that 700 Cossacks 
arrived there the afternoon of, May 8 and 
cemmiandeered provisions, forage, and na- 
tive ponies, and in several instances seized 
money. The villagers fled to the hills. : 

On the morning of May 9 the Russians ad- 
vanced to Karchong, from which place they 
attacked Anju. They committed outrages 
upon the women, broke open the local jail, 
freed the prisoners, and kidnaped the jailer 
and the village headsman.

Wounded Arriving at Harbin Declare 
Russian Army in the Yalu ~

HARBIN, Saturday, May 14 [delayed]}.— 
The wounded who are arriving here from 
Fengwangcheng describe a panic precipitat- 
ed by the Japanese attack on the hospital | 
guard during the retreat from Kiuliencheng. 

The Japanese rushed the mounted infantry 
escorting the hospital train, and the escort | 
broke and gajloped through the ambulances. 
The Japanese captured the whole of the hos- 
pital equipment.

~The Rudeian fleet scored its first distinct 
naval success of the’ war on May 10 by the 
torpedoing and crippling, though not the 
sinking, of an armored Japanese cruiser in 
Talienwan bay. 

The Russian attack was carefully planned 
on May 10, while the Japanese squadron was 
concentrated outside of Dalny, devoting its 
whole attention to Talienwan bay, and was 
carried out the same night. 

Attacked by Naphtha Launch. 

The attacking force was not a regular tor- 
pedo boat, but ‘was only a small naphtha 
launch in command of a young naval officer, 

“who had with him three jackies. The launch 
mounted a small machine gun and carried 
three torpedoes. 

When darkness fell the Igunch pier out 
of Port Arthur, hugging the shore, with no 
lights aboard and no glow from engines to 
betray its presence. It was late when the 
launch gained the outer line of the Japanese 
squadron. Slipping through the torpedo 
boat pickets and selecting the nearest war- 
ship, a big armored cruiser, the launch stole 
toward the great warship and succeeded in 
exploding against its side a single torpedo. 

A deafening roar followed the explosion, 
which echoed far ashore. Immediately 
flames enveloped the cruiser, which evidently 
was badly crippled. 

The crew of the cruiser was seen to be 
fighting the fire, which they at last suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing. A sister ship took 
the damaged vessel in tow and disappeared 
to the southeast. 

‘The Jaunch escaped the hot fire directed 
against it by the Japanese ships, but being 
unable to return to Port Arthur or to get into 
Dalny it was beached not far from Dalny. 


Restores Russian Spirits. 

Oniy a few of the higher officers were 
aware of the plan, the success of which de- 
pended upon secrecy. The achievement 
raised the spirits of the Russians afloat and 
ashore, and the young naval officer who was 
the hero of the exploit was féted and recom- 
mended for the cross, of St. George. 

The Russians, on May 11, apprehending 
that the presence of a Japanese squadron 
meant an attempt to capture Dalny, blew 
up the piers and quietly evacuated the place. 

Two thousand Japanese have reoccupied 
the road to Sanchilipu, again cutting off 
Port Arthur. A strong force is advancing 
against Polandien. 


PORT ARTHUR HARBOR\ OPEN. 


London Correspondent Visits Besieged 
City and Declares Cruisers Pass 
Through Channel. - 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 16, 3 a. m.—The correspon- 
dent of the Daily News, who just arrived at 
Chefeo from Port Arthur, which place he left 
on Thursday, says that the entrance to the 
harbor has been cleared ard that cruisers 
are passing in and out. He says that al- 
though 25,000 Japanese have landed north 
of Port Arthur, the garrison there is not dis- 
mayed. The place is provisioned for nine 
months. The garrison numbers 15,000 men, 
exclusive of 80,000 Chinese coolies. 

The correspondent denies that Admiral 
Togo’s bombardments were effective. He 
says not a single gun was disabled. The 
populated parts of the city were slightly 
damaged, but the arsenals and dockyards 
were not injured. 

The battleship Retvisan is permanently 


\disabled. The cruiser Askold is in dock and 


is being repaired. The other ships are not 
injured. 

Warships are able to go to sea, as the 
channel has been cleared. Two cruisers and 
two torpedo eo destroyers steamed outside 
last Sunday. The garrison holds all the good 
positions within twenty miles of the fortress. 

A battalion of Japanese soldiers advanced 
last Sunday from Kinchou bay. They were 
met with a savage artillery fire, which was 
followed by a charge of Cossacks. The Jap- 
anese retreated, leaving eighty-five dead on 
the ground. —

No official announcement has been made 
as to the projected journey, but the railway 
officials have been notified of the emperor’s 
departure from the summer palace, 


Will Pray at Moscow. 

When returning to St. Petersburg the em- 
peror will probably halt at Moscow to pray 
at the shrine of the trinity in the Sergius 
monastery and implore victory for Russian 
arms, in accordance with the traditions of his 
ancestors. 

The people here have been looking forward 
with keen pleasure to this visit of the em- 
peror ever since the war broke out. 

The emperor’s journey will cover almost 
2,000 miles. Troops are already lining the 
roads to insure the safety of the imperial 
train, a precaution always observed when 


the emperor travels. 


Bids Troops Good-By. 
ST. PETERSBURG, May 15.—At Tsar 
Selo today the emperor, the empress, and 
Grand Duke Michael, the heir presumptive, 
said farewell to the troops who are about to 
start for the fareast.

LONDON, May 15.—A man recently re- 
turned to Sofia writes a etriking descrip- 
tion of the results of the Balkan earth- 
quake Easter Monday, which practically has 
been unnoticed, although it was of extraor- 
dinary magnitude. Two thousand houses 
were destroyed and 1,000 families made 
homeless. The writer describes riding 
through villages a week after the disas- 
ter. Houses weré levelcd to the ground. and 
there, were huge cracks across the streets. 
Sulphurous streams of mud and water were 
ruining crops. Smashed arsenals and 
khans were crumbling to the ground. The 
government buildings were littered on the 
earth like rubbish heaps. Amid this tragic 
confusion the poor people were dazed, con- 
fused, and silent, but striving to repair 
their losses, though this was almost hope- 
less, as they have little capital, and their 
resources are slender.

Mediterranean place one can imagine, from 
the pink, sky blue, and yellow houses on 
the curving Craya Grande to the grim old

Fathers landed and founded the home of 
the free—the holy city of Macao was a 
busy and important place, and galleons went 
to and fro from Goa and Lisbon direct.

Tie 
pope made it a diocese, a governor general 
was sent out from Portugal, and, until the 
middle of the last century, Portugal paid 
an annual rental to China. The Governor 
Ferreira do Amaral refused to pay this 
rent, which the Chinese described as trib- 
ute, and was assassinated in the suburbs, as 
a result of his temerity. A triumphal arch, 
the Barrios, which marks the limit of Portu- 
guese territory, marks the spot where the 
governor fell, and emphasizes the fact that 

he territory was finally ceded, for the 

hinese recognized Portugal's right to the 
peninsula by treaty in 1887. ;

One comes serous the broad estuary full 
face upon Macao, its deep crescent beach 
guarded by a high hill at either end, a fort 
On one, a church upon the other, and the 
Del Monte crowning the height which rises 
in middle distance.

Portugal for a long time recruit-~- 
ed and trained Chinese troops to assist the 
small European force to defend and police 
the town, but since the boxer troubles. of 
1900 the Portuguese have been in such panic 
that only European soldiers are kept in gar- 
rison. They are such picturesque, operatic 
looking villains, those low browed, swarthy 
Portuguese soldiers, that one feels himself 
moving in an atmosphete of melodrama to 
match the quaint old city. | | 

A whole chorus of soldiers gathers on the 
wharf every afternoon to meet the Hongkong 
boat, wearing drab felt sombreros—the orig- 
inal cowboy hat, with a leather strap drop- 
ping over the face to the chin—long full cir- 
cular capes, russet leggings, and bright can- 
ary colored canvas shoes.

Now the rattle- 
trap, clumsy, Chinese built jinrikisha has 
come, and one is banged about over the little 
sharp edged paving stones in a way that 
‘jars all romance out of the skull. 

When “ Portugal held all the gorgeous tast 
in fee,’’ fair Inez and Dona Catharinas looked 
from the iron barred windows or smiled 
down from the long open sashes of the tipper 
floors of pink and blue mansions. Now the 
sickly yellow Chinese face is seen in every 
floor, the flat faces of crippled little foot 
ladi?es, who live in the homes of the old 
grafidees, looking out on this much of life. 
Again one sees the mixed Portuguese and 
Chinese women, some of whom are strangely 
dark, as swarthy brown as any Malay peo- 
-ple, with the heaviest features of the two 
race types strangely retained.

Gro- 
ceries and canned goods were about steady. 


: Iron and Steel Quiet. / 

Authorities say further hesitancy is ob- 
served in the placing of new orders for iron 
and steel, and there is a slight tinge of 
weakness in prices quoted for delivery dur- 
ing the summer. A feature is that Chicago 
at the moment is consuming more struc- 
tural iron and steel than any other city in 
the United States. 

Purchases are only for nvraterial and for 
quantities that are unaveidable, says the 
Iron and Machinery World. There is mod- 
erate buying of steel rails. The roads are 
more active, but they are buying only such 


der that tracks may be operated at their 
maximum degree of efficiency. Forty thou- 
sand tons were purchased last .week, all of 
it for gelivery east of Chicago. There is 
also a moderate buying of freight cars, in 
lots of about 1,000 tons. One order of that 
size was placed last week and another in- 
quiry for a similar number is in the market 
this week. The 4,000 tons of iron bars bought 
last week was for car construction, and the 
same builders this week added 1,000 tons 
to their purchase. 

Railroad shops are taking in crude ma- 
-terial with greater freedom than most other 
consumers. Pig iron can be bought a little 
lower than a week ago. Southern iron can 
be bought at $9.75,’Birmingham, and perhaps 
lower. Northern irons have sympathetical- 
ly declined. It is said that $13.50, Chicago, 
could be obtained for large and desirable lots, 
though the furnace interests are still hold- 
ing nominally to the $14 basis. No large in- 
quiries are in the market, the trading con- 
fined to lots of 100 tons or thereabouts. 


Soft Coal Weak. 


Prices on bituminous coals throughout the 
west are on the weakest basis known in some 
years, while demand fs light, says the Black 
Diamond. The stremuousness of the anthra- 
cite situation continues and western ship- 
ping agents are using all their resources to 
get sufficient quantities of coal forward to 
meet the requirements of their trade. Bitu- 
minous production in the two great states 
of Indiana and Illinois is probably about one- 
third of normal at present. If producers are 
patient for the next thirty days and keep 
the output down to this point they may hope 
for some recovery in the market, but if they 
attempt to force buying as soon as there is 
any upward tendency by bringing into the 
Chicago or other large markets large quanti- 
ties of coal it may require a considerable 
longer period for the market to recover. 
The anthracite trade continues to be poorly 
supplied with all railcoal. Part of this due 
to the delay in opening navigation on the 
great lakes. Up to May 1 a year ago Chi- 
cago had received nearly 100,000 tons of lake 
coal, while this year none has come forward. 
There has also been a shortage in all rail 
receipts from Jan. 1 up to May 1 of 125,000 
tons, which makes Chicago shert 225,000 
tons of lake and all rail coal up to May 1, 
as compared with a year ago. New business 
in anthracite has been light, as dealers have 
in most instances been discouraged from 
placing orders. Circular prices are well 
maintained.

GROP OUTLOOK 1 G00D 


SPRING WHEAT ADVICES ARE 
GENERALLY OPTIMISTIC. 


‘Trade Is Protessional—Improvement Is 
Reported in Grain Conditions and 
Exports Are’ Meager, Causing D1s- 
couragement Among Longs — Corn 


and Relatively Steady — Provisions 
Lower—Armour Buying. 


There were troublesome times for wheat 
longs during the week. The first two days 
there were waiting markets with a moderate 
volume of professional buying on the expec- 
tation of bullish government figures on the 
winter wheat crop. Little, however, was 
added to prices, and after the issue of the 
report there was a persistently weak mar- 
et almost without reaction until Saturday, 
when there was a reaction of a small frac- | 
tion from low prices, resulting from general 
evening up for over Sunday. 

The government placed-the condition of 
the wheat not plowed up at 76.5, or the same 
as the April figures, but reported a reduc- 
tion in the acreage of about 4,900,000 bu. 
Using 17.3 as par, the winter wheat yield will 
be about 358,000,000 bu, compared with 401,- 
000,000 bu last year. 


Market Has Sharp Break. 

This deficiency, however,failed to arouse the 
outside speculator to a buying pitch, general 
discouragement resulted, and the market 
broke sharply, showing losses of 244@2\c in 
the Julys and the same amount in the Sep- 
tembers. May lost only %c for the week, 
being helped by small stocks, the prospect of 
a fair decrease for the week, and relative 
steadiness in the cash markets here and 
elsewhere. 

The chief influence in the spread of liquida- 
tion by tired holders was the fact that trade 
failed to broaden under the encouragement 
offered by the gevernment report, and occa- 
sional inroads on light stocks by fair cash 
sales. The outsider, however, seemed im- 
pervious to any influence and left the market 
severely alone. With none but professionals 
to whom to sell, declines were inevitable. 


Government Report Discounted. 

As is usual after the issue of a government 
report, there was a general discounting of 
the figures beth before and after its ap- 
pearance. There was a widespread disposi- 
tion to claim that the decrease in the acreage 
had been exaggerated, especially in Kan 
Private advices claimed marked improv 
ment in the winter wheat condition since the 
first of the ménth. The Modern Miller and 
Snow, with claims of that nature, lent weight 
to the theory that the loss had been not 
so serious as previously indicated. In addi- 
tion northwest advices spoke of increased 
acreage of spring wheat, the bulk of the 
seeding done, except in the Red river valley, 
and the condition of the wheat already 
planted, good: These claims were especial- 
ly plentiful from Manitoba. 

The expert demand showed no improve- 
ment, and this came increasingly to notice 
as prices declined. Previously the long has 
looked with indifference on the small inter- 
est of the fereigner tn our wheat. But the 
trade was small and the deficiency in ex- 
ports and the change for the worse in that 
position of this country among exporting 
nations was brought home with greater force 
by the small Bradstreet’s figures for the 
week, only 735,000 bu, or the smallest total 
for sixteen years. This raised the question 
whether the present price does not discount 
any loss so far recorded in the old winter 
wheat states, when the prospects for the 
spring wheat crop are good, and especially 
when outside speculation is at such a low

Corn Dragged Lower. 


The prospects of an increased acreage of 
corn and the lake tieup worked against the 
corn price. At times, however, there was

Insympathy with the condition 
of the loan market, discount rates also have 
eased, and general quotation for the best 
three months’ bills is no more than 2 per 
cent. The second event of importance fa- 
vorable to the markets has been the signa- 
ture of the agreement with China for se- 
curing Chinese labor for the Rand. The 
importation of Chinese labor will naturally 
mean further marked expansion in the out- 
put of gold, which will not only add to the 
value of the Rand mining shares, but also 
greatly increase the supply of money in 
London. The third factor is the large ship- 
ments of gold from the United States to 
Paris, which is expected to bring great 
ease to the Paris market. : 

The American market is rapidly becoming 
hopeless, and indifferent crop reports issued 
by the United States government, together 
with the poor trade outlook generally, have 
combined to force prices still lower. The 
variations of most interest were those in 
Japanese and Russian securities. The for- 
mer rose from 2% to 3, while the latter made 
up 3 to3%.

WARNS AGAINST SPITTING EVIL. 


Weekly Health Bulletin Declares Pres- 
ent Is Near End of ‘““Murderous” ~ 
Pneumonia Season. 


One-third of the total deaths In Chicago 
during the last six months from all causes 
have been due to pneumonia or consumption, 
according to the weekly bulletin of the health 
department. It is pointed out thatalthough 
the “ murderous’’ pneumonia season is al- 
most ended, the conditions still are dan- 
gerous. The bulletin says: 

In the light of our present knowledge sputum 
is the most fertile source of pneumonia germe that 
may have increased in virulence from residence 
within the human organism, and for this reason, 
as well as for others, the efforts to train humanity 
to more hygienic habits of expectoration must be 
vigorously continued. 

There were 101 fewer deaths reported than 
during the corresponding week of last year, 
and the decrease is 18 per cent on the basis of 
population.

Prince Pu Lun, nephew of the emperor of 
China, yesterday received a call’ from Mayor 
Harrison at the Auditorium Annex. It was 
devoid of ceremony. The prince wore a rbbe 
of blue brocaded silk with the collar trimmed 
with gilt braid, and silken boots were the 
only other part of his costume visible.
